Army Forces ut Capture of .t 


KcJiuvod >'obly. 


Washington, Aug. IS—The war de- 


partment has received a dispatch from 
General Merritt reporting the fall of 
Manila, giving the details of the de- 
mand of surrender and the incidents 
preliminary to the final capture. It is 
as follows: 


"Manila, Aug. 13—On August 7 Ad- 


miral Dewey joined me in a 48 hour 
notification to the Spanish commander 
to remove non-combatants from the 
city. On the same date a reply was re- 
ceived expressing thanks for the non- 
combatants. 


"On August 9 we sent a joint note 


inviting their attention to the suffering 
in store for the sick non-combatants 
in case it became our duty to reduce 
the defenses, also the hopeless condi- 
tion of the Spanish forces, surrounded 
as they were on all sides with fleet in 
front and we demanded Ithe surrender 
as due by every consideration of hu- 
manity. 


"The same date we received a reply 


admitting the situation but the council 
on defence declared that the request 
for surrender should not be granted. 
They offered to consult the government 
via Hong Kong. We sent in a joint 
note in reply declining this. 
"On Aug. 13 we joined the navy in an 
attack. 
The loss is not accurately 


known, but about fifty in all. The be- 
havior of the troops was excellent and 
the co-operation of the navy was most 
valuable. 


"The 
troops now occupy Malate, 


Binonde and the walled city of San 
Miguel. 
All important 
centres are 


protected and the insurgents will be 
kept out. 
There will be no disorder 


or pillage. 
Signed.

The admiral has made no appli- 
cation to leave, and it is the belief that 
he will be tha last of the Spanish 
prisoners to BO home, as he appears 
to be desirous of seeing them on their 
way homeward before he leaves.

Tfceir Band's Mu*le. 


London, Aug. IS. — The Manila corre- 


spondent of The Times telegraphs that 
ihe capture of the town was not with- 
out certain melodramatic elements. Not- 
withstanding the i'act that the Spanish 
•'made a serijus resistance against the 
(advance of the right v.-ir.g of the Ameri- 
can force, it could not have been diffi- 
cult to foresee that a surrender would 
follow a display by the land forces to 
satisfy Spanish honor; nor has it been a 
we!l-itept secret that the captain general 
practically suggested the 
manner in 


•"/nidi the American troops should ad- 
Vance tc prevent loss of life on both 
sides. At first it was not intended to 
'attack the trenches, but quietly to ad- 
vance after 
the 
bombardment had 


ceased. At the last moment, however, 
•the program was changed and orders 
were issued for the land battery to open 
fire simultaneously with the fleet, and 
for an advance, to be made as soon a3 ft 
was considered practicable to assault 
the Spanish trenches. The reason for 
this change of plan is not y'et apparent, 
but considerable loss of life resulted. 


"Less than half an hour after the 


bombardment began General Greene de- 
cided that 'it was possible to advance, 
although the signals to cease firing were 
disregarded by the fleet, being probably 
invisible on account of the rain. There- 
upon s!:x; companies of the Colorado regi- 
ment K>aped over their breastworks, 
uashtd into the swamp and 
opened 


vcjidey firing from the partial shelter of 
Ibwliedges within 300 yards of the Span- 
ish line. A few moments later the re- 
maining six companies moved along the 
seashore somewhat covered by a sand 
I'idge formed by an inlet under the out- 
works of the fort, and at 11 o'clock oc- 
cupied this formidable strc: rue-Id with- 
out los^ 


"As, Ihe Californians under Colonel 


Smjilh came up the beach their band 
grayed the national air, accompanied by 
fthe whistling of Mauser bullets, and 
during the sharp shooting continued to 
encourage the men with Inspirlating 
music. Each regiment carried its colors 
into action. There was 
considerable 


street ng-hting in the suburbs of Malate 
nnd Grmfta, but the battalion of Cali- 
fornians pushed into a popular promen- 
ade within 20« yards of the moat of the 
citadel. Then tha white flag was hoist- 
ed at the southwest corner cf the walled 
town. General Greene with a few mem- 
burs of hi;-, staft galloped ix'ong under 
scattering fire from tho houses near the 
beach, and parleyed with ait officer, who 
directed him aloi.g- to the gate further 
cast. 


"At this moment the Spanish forces, 


retreating fram Santa Ana, came into 
view, fully 2000 strong, followed by in- 
surgents who had eluded General Mo- 
Arthur's troops and now opened fire for 
a brief period. Tho situation was awk- 
ward, if not critical, both sides being 
slightly suspicious of treachery. 
The 


•Spanish troope lining the citadel ram- 
ipftrts, observing the insurgents' action, 
fcpened fira on the Californians, killing 
one and wounding three. The confusion, 
however, soon ceased by the advance of 
the retreating Spaniards to tha esplan- 
ade, when Gene-raJ Greene ordered them 
to enter the citadel. Soon a letter was 
brought from the captain general re- 
fiuestlng the commander of the troops 
to meet him for consultation. 


"At 3 o'clock General Merritt had a 


conference with General Jaudenes. The 
terms; ag-rpccl on were briefly as follows: 
A provision for disarming the men who 
,fc-ma!n organized under the command 
Of their officers, no paroTc being exacted; 
necespory supplies to be furnished from 
thd captured treasury funcls, any pos- 
sible deficiency being made good by the 
Americans; tho safety of life and prop- 
erty of the Spanish soldiers and citi- 
zens to bp guaranteed as far as pos- 
sible: the question of transporting the 
troops to Spain to be referred to the de- 
cision of the Washington government, 
and that of returning their arms to the 
soldiers to bo left to the discretion of 
f'lenural Ivlprritt; banks and similar in- 
stitutions to continue operations under 
existing regulations unless 
they are 


changed by the United States authori- 


illU*>. 


'The latest returns show that six 


Americans were killed and 39 wounded.

the inhabitants say that in 18 months 
(they will be able to harvest their crops of 
bananas, which is the principal product 
of Baracoa. A regiment of insurgents 
was found in the vicinity of each place, 
camped within a few hundred yards of 
Spanish troops, calmly observing each 
'ether. 


Six OP eight TCm«d. 


Hong Kongr, Aug. 18.—The American 


!)oss during the attack on Manila is re- 
ported to be six or eight killed and 40 
•wounded. The Spanish loss was con- 
siderable, but the exact, number is not 
obtainable. The trenches were filled 
with badly wounded Spaniards. 


Manila Is now under martial law, with 


.'General Murrltt as military governor. 
The California Red Cross society ren- 
dered valuable aid to the 
sicB and 


woundsd. Perfect order prevailed In 
Manila on the evening of Aug. 13. As 
the Americans marched In guards were 
placed around the houses of all foreign- 
ers in order to prevent their being looted. 


The insurgents were not allowed to 


take par(t in the attack upon the city, 
but were kept in the rear of the Ameri- 
cana, in order to prevent bloodshed 
'they were forbidden to enter the citi* 
after ths surrender unless they were un- 
armed.

Afl'ect Different Men. 


"I have been reading some stories about- 


wounded men," said a doctor who had been 
a. hospital stowt vtl in the civil war to a re- 
porter, ' 'and jna.'y of them are interesting. 
One of tho strain est cases I saw was at 
tho batt.lo of Corinth. It was just after 
tho Confederates had miiile a terrible 
charge. I began to load up an anibulnnca 
with the wounded, taking those that scorn- 
ed to need tho most immediate care. The 
hospital was about half u mils away. 


•'Just when I wns about to start tlio 


ambulance an orderly sergeant asked me 
to take him In. I asked it ho was wound- 
ed, and ho said he was. 
I never saw rtich 


a ghastly face on any man, and after h« 
had spoken ho seemed to lose all conscious- 
ness of whure ho was. Wo put him in ami 
started. 
One man, a large, line looking 


fellow that I knew well and who had al- 
ways been quiet and reserved, kept tip a 
constant <;huT>«jring. lie had been shot In 
Mie breast. He was almost hysterical, and 
I could not quiet him. 
When wo reached 


iho hospital, he called out to the surgeon, 
a very dignified man: 'Hello, doc! 
AVa 


licked 'cm ! Gee whiz, but wo made them 
fly!' Ho kept that up until they had him 
under chloroform, when they found thato 
bullet hud gone clean through -his body. 
Tho doctors hud no hope of his recovery, 
b«t ho did recover. 


"But my grwitefit surprise was when I 


went to take out the orderly sergeant. He 
was dead. 
\Yu csamined his body and 


found that ho had only a slight fleah 
wound in the thigh. 
It had bled very lit- 


tle and the surgeons did riot think he died 
from heart disease. But there it was—a 
man with a Hosh wound dead and a man 
with a bullet hole clean through him alivo 
and chattering like an eicited school- 
girl.''—Washington Post.

and the Anglo-Sason's word has come to 
bo moKS valuable in the markets of tho 
world than, other men's bonds, and all be- 
cause there is a man behind it.—Outing. 


Naval Nomenclature,

nurse whose outspoken denunciation o 
the manner in Which wounded Aiccriean 
soldiers haYe baen shipped home from 
Cuba has stirred up the Investigation 
•which ia ndvr attracting so much publl 
attention, is ah energetic young woman 
•whoso hblto is in Monroe, Wis. She is no 
a nurse by profession, but » woman jour- 
nalist, although sfw> has had both training 
and ex{Serience as ft nurse. It was in both 
capacities that she went to Cuba. She ar- 
rit ed at Siboney in time to take core of the 
volunteers who had been wounded during 
the nrst flgjit in the advance on Santiago. 
She attached herself to the Bed Cross 
corps there and did heroic work in clean- 
ing and organizing hospitals. 


When tbo transports were piled full of 


Injured soldiers to be sent home, Miss Jen- 
nings secured transportation on the Sen- 
eca, 
and It .was her account of the fearful 


sufferings on that voyage, mainly from 
laok of medicines, proper food and sanitary 
accommodations, that has stirred up a 
hornets' nest around the ears of Surgeon 
General Sternberg and General Shatter. 
ATiss Jennings has not been content with 
being interviewed and writing her own 
stories. She has been to Washington and 
told her story in person to President Mc- 
Kinley.

view: "There aro no braver men living, 
no braver men dying, Tho bard, cruel

ship have been caused by incompetence o» 
indifference or both. Those of us who have 
been at the front fenow the necessities of 
war must cause great suffering even when 
the best Is done to modify existing condi- 
tions. But there was no excuse for send- 
ing the wounded on the Seneca, no excuse 
for using tho Seneca without first making 
the ship decent and fairly comfortable, 
and absolntely no excuse for sending fier 
off without proper supplies. It was a great 
wrong, and the wrong has been repeated 
in the Concho, tho Alamo and the Leoiir., 
which have since arrived In New York 
from Cuba in oven worse condition tUau 
the Seneca. 


"We know that tho transports carrying 


troops to Cuba are in no sense hospital 
ships, but when sick aud wounded are put 
on board a transport it becomes fe» the 
timo a hospital ship and shbuld be inspect- 
ed.

before soading them off with sick and 
wounded."

valuable possession. When all is in 
readiness, the fatal blow is struck, and 
the conquerors march home with their 
ill gotten gams. After this has been ac- 
complished the ally is dealt with in di- 
viding the- spoils. If she is weaker than 
her former friend, she gets nothing and 
is usually forced into a war to prove 
she is not entitled to any of the fruits 
of victory. 


There are many cases in history where

have come together and allied their 
forces for the purpose of settling dis- 
putes with an obstinate thiid power. 
The Crimean war did not benefit to any 
extent any of! the countries which al- 
lied themselves with the Turks against 
Htissia, who was determined to increase 
her territory and gain an entrance into 
the Mediterranean sea. The nations 
that fought with the Turks were France 
and England, and, while they won sig- 
nal victories over their common enemy 
and in many battles showed the mate- 
rial their fighting lorces were made of, 
at the conclusion of the war, when the 
treaty of peace was signed, Russia lest 
little or nothing, and the allies, who 
had paid dearly both in lives and 
money, got nothing excepting the satis- 
iaction of keeping Russia's warships 
from entering the Mediterranean. She

Spam's Royal Palace. 


Spain's royal palace at Madrid is on6 


of the mobt beautiful structures in th» 
world. It was built in the early part 
of the last century by an Italian archi- 
tect at a cost of $5,000,000 and was in- 
tended to rival the French palace at 
Versailles.

The Luilding extends 470 feet each

Charges Against Army Physicians. 


On0 of the officers of the Second New 


York volunteers has brought 
serious 


charges of neglect of duty against the 
physician in charge of the hospital con- 
taining the Second's sick men at Fer- 
nandina. He visited the hospital to see 
two of the men in his company, and 
found that neither of the men had re- 
ceived proper attendance. They were 
clad in the uniform they wore upon en- 
tering the hospital and even their shoes 
had not been removed.

hands and faces was the accumulation 
of dirt and dust for about 48 hours. The 
men lay on cots with wire bottoms, not 
even a blanket being spread over the 
wire. An attendant who was admin- 
istering medicine to the uatient's in 
the hospital had several mixtures, with 
none of which he was familiar. 
The 


physician in charge had not even pre- 
scribed fortthe two sick men, who had 
been there for two days.

PIANOf 


The following letter from Prank 


Rossman of this city was received by 
his family Tuesday. It is the first let- 
ter that has been received here from 
our troops in Porto Rico, and is of 
unusual interest. Rossman is in the 
Sixth Massachusetts regiment, which 
\vas a part of the advance guard sent 
tu Porto Hico. The letter in full is 
given here: 


Guanlca. Porto Rico,, July 27, 1898. 
Dear Polks at Home:—Have about 13 


minutes to write you before the first 
mail from the island leaves. We land- 
ed Monday afternoon, and have already 
been in a battle but luckily we are all 
alive yet, although there would have 
been may killed if the Spaniards had 
been any shots at all. 


Our outpost of two companies on the 


road between hero and the next town 
live miles away was attacked the same 
night we arrived. We, the Sixth Mas- 
sachusetts, were all called out at 2 
a. m. to reinforce them. We marched 
about four miles out and just at day- 
break were attacked toy the enemy. 


We were led into art ambush which 


would have been a fearful death trap 
had the Spaniards been good marks- 
men. 
From each side of the road down 


the side hills Uiej rained a shower of 
bullets upon us, so we were forced to 
drop into a trench along the road. This 
trench was certainly a Godsend, for 
while we were running through it al- 
most on our hands and knees the bul- 
lets whistled over and by our heads, 
striking all about us. 


Fell more than one sing by my head 


ajid saw the sand fly in the bank on 
the opposite side of the trench. 


Then in the teeth of that fusillade 


of bullets which shrieked out from the 
enemy's Mausers we jumped out of the 
trench and charged up the hill, which 
was almost as steep as the side of a 
house, and gained a portion which 
helped us to drive the enemy out of 
reach. 


Climbing the hill after our march 


with our heavy packs was fearfully 
hard work, especially as it was rocky 
and the way thickly obstructed by a 
heavy undergrowth of cactus, bushes 
covered with thorns, vines which trip- 
ped and caught you and barbed wire 
fences. 


We drove them back into the hills 


and then marched back to camp. 


Last night they attacked our out- 


posts about the camp, and we were 
called out into the road as a reserve, 
where we laid down on our guns wait- 
ing for the word until 10.30 p. m., at 
which time we went back to our quar- 
tprs. 


About a half dozen men were slightly 


wounded on our side, but none were 
killed, which fact is almost miraculous. 
About six Spaniards were killed and 
several wounded. 


There are 
3,400 men in our force, 


which is the advance expedition to 
Porto Rico. They say that 1,500 more 
arrived this morning. Our force in- 
cludes Battery B of the regulars who 
have six cannon and caisson. 
They 


were not unloaded at the time of our 
first fight or we might have given the 
enemy a warmer time of it. 


The country 
here 
is 
fine. The 


weather is warm, but a trade wind is 
always blowing so that it is cool in 
the breeze. Bananas, mangroves, pine- 
apples, cocoanuts, sugar cane and other 
fruits grow in abundance and are easy 
to get. They are not ripe just at this 
season, however, so that I leave them 
alone. Drink a little cocoanut milk, 
however, which is very refreshing. We 
drink no water until boiled, no matter 
how good it seems. Often drink it hot 
and it goes good too.

Write me often and send me the pa- 
pers please, as haven't had either since 
a few days before left Camp Alger.
